hi AVING occafion to difpateh my Aid de Camp, Captain Broderick, 
J 2 with the particulars of the aétion of the gsth, in compliance 
with general directions from Sir Henry Clinton, I-fhall embrace the 
ppportunity te give your Lordthip an account of the opperations of the 
Operations of the troops under my command, previous to thar cvenity. 
aud of thofe fubfequent, until the departure of Captain Broderi-k,. < 

My plan for the winter's campaign was to penegfateinto North Ca- 
rolina, leaving South Carolina in fectrity again any probable attack 
in my abience. : 

Lord Rawdon, with a confiderable body of troops, had charge of 
the defenfive, and I procceded about the middle of January upon the 
offenfve operations. I decided to march by the upper; in preference 
to the lower roads, leading into North Carolina, becanfe fords being 
frequent above the forks of the rivers, my paflage there cou! not ea- 
fly be obitruded ; and Geneyal Greene having taken poft on the Pe- 
dee, and there being few fords in any of the great rivers of this coun- 
(ry below their forks, efpecially in winter, I apprehended being. much 
delayed, if not entively prevented from penetrating by the latter route. 
T was the more induced to.prefer this reute, as 1 hoped in my .way to 
be able to deftroy or drive out of South Carolina the corps of the ene- 








my commandéd by General Morgan, which threatened our valuable 


diitrict of Ninety-fix ; and I likewife hoped by rapid marches to be be- 
tween General Greene and Virginia, and by that means force him te 
figlit, without receiving any reinforcement from that Province, or, 
failing of that, to oblige him to quit North Carolina with precipita- 
tion, and thereby encourage our friends to make good their promifes 
of a general rifing, to aflilt me in re-eltablihing His .Majelty’s Go- 
veinment, 

The unfortinate affair of the 17th of Jannary was a very unexpected 
and f2vere blow; however, being thoroughly fenfible that defenfive 
meafures woald be certain ruin to the affairs of Britain in the Southern 
Colonies, this event did not deter me from profecuting the original 
plan. 

That General Greene miglit be uncertain of my intended: route a 
long as poffible, I had left General Leilie at Campden, until I was 
ready to méve from Wynnefborough, and he was now within a march 
of me. Temployed the 18th in forming a junction with him, and in 
colledtibg the remains of Lieutenant-Colonel ‘Tarleton’s Corps; atter 
which, great exertions were made by part of the army, without bag- 
gage, to retake our prifoners, and to jntereept General Morgan’s corps, 
on its retreat to the Catawba; but the celerity of their moveme.its, 
and the fwelling of the numberleis crecks in our way, rendered all our. 
efforts fruitlefs, I therefore allembled the army on the 25th at Ram- 
foure’s Mill, on the South fork of the Catawba; and, as the lots of 
my light troops con!d only be ren edied by the activity of the. whole 
corps, [ employed a halt of two days in colleéting fome flour, and in 
deftroying fiperfluous baggage; and all my waggons, except thofe 
loaded with hofpital ftores, falt and ammmunirton, and four referved 
empty in readinefs for fick or wounded, In this meafure, though at 
the expence of a great deal of officcr’s baggage, and of all profpect in 
future of rum, and even a regular fupply of provilions to the foldiers, 
T mutt, in jwitice to this army, fay, that there was the moft general 
and chearful acquiefcence?

them to march on; but, to prevent confafion, not to fire until they 
gained the oppofite bank.

nant Colonel ‘Farleton’s detachment ; and forage and proviGions being. 
fcarce in the neighbourhood of Hillfboraugh, as well as the pofition too 
diftant (upon thef@pproa >of the rebel army) for the protection of the 
body of our friends, I juc_ d it expedient to crofs the Haw, and en- 
camped near Allamance Creck, detaching Lieutenant Colonel Tarleton, 
with the cavalry, light company of the guards, and 150 men of Licu- 
tenant Colonel Webiter’s brigade, a few miles from me on the road to 
Deep River, mote, effectually to cover the country. 
General Grecne’s light Woops foon made their appearance ; and, on : 
the 2d, a patrole haviog reported, that they had feen both cavaley and » 5 
intantry near te his polit, I diveéted Lieutenant Colonel Tarleton io 
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move forward, with proper vecautions, und endcavons to difcover the 
defigns of the.enemy. He had not advanced *. whien he fell in with 
a confiderable corps, which he immediately attucked and routed ; but, 
being ignorant af their foree, and whether they were fupperted, with 
great prudence defifted from purtuit, He foon learned from  prifoners, 
that thole he had beat were Lee's legion, three or four hundred back 
mountain men under Colonel Prefton, with a number of militia ; and 
that General Greene, with part of his army, was not far'diltant. Our 
fituation for the former few days had been ‘amongft timid friends, and 
acjoining toinyeterate rebels. Between them, I had been totally de- , 
ftitute of information, which loft mea very favourable opportunity of. 
attacking the rebel army. General Greene fell hack to ‘Thomion’s 
houfe, iar Boyd’s Ford, on the Reedy Fork ; but his light troops and 
miiitia (ill remained nearass, and ds | was informed that they were polt- 
ed carele fly at tepavate plantations, for the convenience of fubfitting. 1 
marched on the 6th to drive them in, amd to attack General Greene, if 
an opportunity offered: 1 fmcceeded completely in the firft, and at 
Weirzel’s Mill on the Reedy Fotk, where they made a ftand, the back 
mountain men, and fome Virginia militia, fulfered coaliderably, with 
fittle lofs on ow fide; bat a timely and preeipitate retreat over the 
Haw prevented the luttcr. [knew that the Virginia reinforcements 
were vpon their march, and it was apparent that the enemy would, if 
pofible, avoid yiking an ation betore their arrival. 

Tee nef bb uchood of the fords of the Dan in their rear, and the 
extreme difficulty of tubfiling my troops ta that exhantted country, 
putting it out of my power to force them, my refolution was to give 
our friends tine to join us by covering their commtry as efedtually as 
poffible, confittent with the tubfiftence of the troops, fil approaching 
the communicatton with our thipping in Cape Fear River, which | faw 
it would foon become i: difpentitily neceflary to open, on account of 
the fafferings ofthe army, from the want of fupplics of every kind; at 
the.fame time I was determined to fight the rebcl army, if it approach- 
ed me, being conviaced that it would bé impoffible to fucceed in that 
great objcét of our arduous campaign, the calling forth the numerous 
loyalifts of North Carolina, whilit a dombt remained on their minds of 
the fipetiority of onr aims. With thefe views [ had mofed to the 
Qu.kcr Meeting, m the forks of Deep River, on the rth, and on 
the rath [ received the intoraration which occafioned the movements 
that brought on the aétion at Guiltford, ot which L fhail give your 
Lordthip an actount iua feparate fetter,

HAYVE the fatisfa@tion to inform your Lordihip, that his Majetty’s 

troops under my command obtained a fignal victory, on the cgth 
inftant. over the revel army, commanded by Gencral Greene. 

In purfuance of my intended plan, communicaied to your Lordthip 
in my ditpatch No. 7. I had encampedon the 3th inftant at the Qua- 
ker Meeting, between the Forks of Deep River. On the 14th J re- 
ceived information that Gencral Butler, with a body of North Caroli- 
na militia,and the expected reinforcements from Virginia faid to con- 
filt of a Virginia flate regiment, a corps of Virginia eighteen months 
men, 3000 Virginia militia, and recruits for the Maryland line, had 
joined General Greene ; and that the whole army, which was report- 
ed to amount to 9 or Fo,0co men, was marching to a'tack the British 
troops. Duwing the afternoon, inte:ligence was brought, which was 
confirmed in the night, that he hid advanced that day to Guilford, a- 
bout.12 milesfrom our camp. Being now perivated that he had re- 
folved to hazard an engagesent, after detaching Lieutenant Colonel 
Hamilton with our waggons and baggage, cicorted by his own regi- 
ment, adetaclrment of ico infantry, and 20 cavalry, towards Bell's 
Mill on Deep River, I marched with the ret of of the corps at: day- 
break, on the morning of the rth, to meet the enemy, or to attack 
them in their encampment. about four miles from Guildford, our 
advanced guard, commended by Licutenant-Colonet Tarleton. fell in 
with acorpsof the enemy, c nfifting of ‘Lee’s legion, fome Buack- 
Mountain men, and Virginia militia, which he attacked with his ufu- 
al good conduét and fpirit, and defeated : And continuing our march, 
we found the reb<l army pofted on rifling ground, about a mile and a 
half from the Court-Nonfe? The prifoners taken by Licut. Coionel 
Tarleton, having been feveral days with the advanced corps, could give 
me rio account of the enemy §s order or pofition, and the country peo- 

_ple were extremely inaccurate in their defeription of the ground. Im- 
mediately between the head of the column and the enemy’s line, was 
a confiderable plantation, dne large field of which was on, onr left of 
the road, andtwo others, with a woed of about 200 yards broad be- 

’ twéen them, on our right of it; beyond theie fields the wood continu- 
ed for feveral miles to our right. “Vie wood beyond the plantation in 
our front, in the tkirt of which the exemy’s firtt line was formed, was 
about a mile in depth, the road then leading into an extentive fpace 

-of cleared ground. about Guildford Court-houle. ‘The wocds on our 
right arid left were reported to be impratticable for cannon; buc as 
that on our right appeared to be molt open, Liefclved to attack the 
Jett wing of the enemy, and whilit my difgofition was m:king for that 
purpofe, I orcered Lieutenant Macleod to bring§ forward the 
guns, and cannonade their center. 
made in the following order: 

On the right the regiment of Bofe, and the 71{t regiment, led by 
Major-General Lefiie, and {upported by the 1ft battaiton of guards; 
on their left, the 23d and 33d segiments, led by Lieut. Col. Webiter, 
and fupported by the erenacdiers and 2d battalion of guards, command- 
ed by Hrigattier-General O'Hara; the Yagers and light iofantry of the 
goards remained in the wood on the left of the guns; and the cavalry 
in the road, ready to act as circumftances might require. Our prepa- 
rations being made, the action began about half an hour patt one in 
the afternoon: Major-General Leflie, aiter being obliged, by fhe 
great extent of the enemy's line, to bring up the ift battalion of 
guerds to the right of the regiment of Bofe, fom defeated every thing 
before him: Lieut. Col. Weber, having joined the left of Major- 
General Leflie’s divifion, was no lefs fucceisful in his front, when, on 
findir that the left of the 33d was expofed to a heavy fire from the 
right wing of the enemy, he changed his front to the left, and being 
iupported by the Yagers. and light infantry of tie guards, attacked 
and routed jt; the grenadiers and 2d buttaiion of guards moving for- 
ward to occupy the ground left vacant by the movement of Lieut. Col. 
Webtter. 

All the infantry being now in the line, Lieutenant-Colonel Tarle- 
ton had direétions to keep his cavalry compact, and not to charge 
without pofitive orders, except to protec any of the corps from the 
mott evident danger of being defeated. The exceflive thicknefs of the 
woods rendered our bayonets of little ufe, and enabled the broken ene- 
niy to wake frequent ftands, with an irregular fire, which occationed 
fome lofs,-and to feveral of the corps great deiay, particularly on our 
right, where the firit battalion of Guards and regiment of Bofe were 

xarmly engaged in front, flank, and rear, with fome of the enemy 

that had been. scouted on the firft attack, and with part of the extre- 
pity of their left wing, which by the clofenefs of the wood had been 
‘palicd unbroken. ‘The 71ft regiment and grenadiers, and 2d battalion 
tds, not Knowing what was paffing om their right, and hearing 
fire advance on their lefe, continued to move forward, the artille- 
ry keeping pace with them on the road, followed by the cavalry. ‘he 
ad battalion of the Guards firlt gained the clear ground near Guildford 

Court-houte, and found a corps of Continental iniantry, much fupe- 

rior in number, formed in the open ficld on the left of the road. 

Glowing with impatience to fignalize themfclves, they inftantly at- 

tacked and defeated them, taking two fix-pounders, but, purtving in- 
tothe wood with too much ardeur, were thrown into confufion by a 
‘very heavy fire, and immediately charged and driven back into the 
field, by Col. Wathingron’s Dragoons, wich the lofs of the fix-pound- 
ets they had taken. The enemy's cavalry was foon repulfed by a well- 
diredted fire from two three-pounders, juft brought up by Lieutenant 
Macleod ; and by the appearance of the grenadiers of the Guards and 
of the 71ft regiment, which, having been impeded by fome deep va- 
vines, were now coming out of the wood, on the right of the Guards, 
oppofite to the Court-houfe. By the fpivited exertions of Briyadicr- 
General O'Hara, though wounded, the 2d battailion of Guards was 
foon sallied, and, fupported by the grenadiers, returned to the charge 
with the eft alacrity. The 23d regiment arriving at that inftant 
from our left, and Lieutenant-Co!lone] Farleton having advanced with 
oe of the cavalry, the enemy were foon put to flight, and the two 

%-pounders once more fell into our hands ; two ammunition waggons 
and tv - >therfix-pouncers, being all the artillery they had in the field, 

~ were likewife taken. About this time the 33d-regiment and Light 
Infantry of the Guards, after overcomiag many difficulties, completely

cavalry, ‘were ordered to purfue; the remainder of the cavalry was de- 
tached: with Lieutenant-Coionel Tarleton to our right, where a heavy 
fire {till continued, and where his appearance and fpirited attack contri 
buted much to a fpeedy termination of the action. The militia, with 
which our right had been engaged, difperted in the woods; the Conti- 
nentals went off by the Reedy fork, beyend which it was not in my 
power to follow them, as their cavalry had fuffered but little, Our 
troops were exceffivcly fatigued, by an acton which lafted an hour and 
a half; and. our bumecrous waunded, diiperfed over an extentive {pace 
of country, required immediate attention. ‘The care of our woundd, 
and the total want of proviiions in an exhauited couatry, made it 
equally impoffi for me to follow the blow next day. ‘The enemy 
did not ilop un ty got te the Irom Works on Troublefome Creek, 
i8 miles feom the field of battle. 

From our own vbtervation, and. the be‘t accounts we could procure, 
we did not doubt but the itrength of the enemy exceeded 7000 men ; 
their mititia compated their iine, with parties advanced to the rails of 
the fields in their tront; the. Coutinentals were polted-obliqucly in 
the rear of their right wing. « Pheir cannon fired on us whilit we were 
torming from the ceater of the line of militia, but were withdrawn to 
the Cominentals before the attack. j

etcaped and followed the routed enemy ; and our cattle-drivers and 


foraging parties have reported to me; that.the houtes in a circle of lx 
o¢ eight mis round vs ave full of others; thole that-remai red we 
have taken the beit care of in our power, We took few prifoners, 
owing to the exceflive thicknefs of the wood facilitating their efcape, 
aud every man of our army being repeatedly wanted for action. 

Ihe conduct and actions of thé officers ami iuldiers that compote 
this litthe army, wildo more jattice to their merit than J can by words. 
‘Pheir perfévering*ntrepidity in action, their nvincible patience in the 
hardthips and fatigues of a march of above 500 miles, in which they 
have foided feverai' large rivers and numberlefs creeks, many of which 
would be reckoued large rivers in any other country inthe wofld, with- 
out tents oF covering ayainit the climate, and often without provilions, 
will fifficiemtiy m initeit thei: ardent zeal for the honour and interelts 
of their Sovereign and thcir country. 

I have been paiticularly indebted to Major General Leftie for his gal- 
lantiy and exertion in the aétiun, as well as his agiftance m every other 
part of the tervice. ‘Lhe zeal and fpirit of Brigidier General O'Hara 
merit my highe/t commendations j,for, after receiving two dangerous 
wounds, he continued in the field whillt the ation Jalled. By his ear- 
neft attention on ali other occafions, feconded by the othcers and ful- 
‘ diers ot the brigade, his Majetty’s guards are no leis dithinguiihed by 
their order and dittipline, than by their fpiritand valour, 

The Heffian regiment of Bole deterves my warmett  praife, for its 
diicipline, alacrity, and courage, and does honour to Major du Buy 
who commands it, and who is an officer of tuperior merit. 

Tam much obliged to brigadier-General Howard, who ferved as 
Volunteer, for hts ipirited example on all occalions. 

Lieutenant Colondl Webfter conduét: d his brigade like an officer of 
eXperience and gallantry. Licatepant-Colonel ‘facieton’s ood conduct 
and {pirit in the management of his cavalry was coatpicuoWs during tne 
wholé aclion ; and ‘Lieutenant Macleod, who commanded the artiiery,

1 thall therefore leave about 70 of the worlt of 
the wounded cafes at the New Garden Quaker Mecting Houfe, with 
proper afliitance, and move the remainder with the army, to-morrow 
morning, to Beii’s Mif!, Phope our friends will heartily take au ac- 
tive part with us, to which IE thall continue to encourage them, (bill 
approaching our thipping by eafy marches, that we muy procure the 
neceflary fupplies for further operations, and lodge our fick and wound- 
ed where paoper attention can be paid to them,

HEREAS, by the bleffing of Almighty God, his Majefty’s arms 
have been crowned with fignal fuccefs, by the complete vidlory 
obteined over the rebel forces on the rgth initant, I have thought pron 
per to iffue this Proclamation, to eall upon all loyal fubjegts on ftand 
forth, and take an aétive part in reltoring good order and Government : 
And whereas it has been reprefented to me, that many perfons in this 
province, wko have taken a fhare in this unnatural rebellion, but having 
experienced the oppreffioa and injultice of the rebel Government, and 
having feen the errors into which they have been deluded by falfehoods 
and mifreprefentations, are fincerely defirous of returning to their duty 
and allegiance, 1 do hereby notify and promife to all fuch perfons (mur- 
derers excepted) that if they will furrender themfelves with their arms 
and ammunition, at Head Quarters, or to the officer commanding is 
the diri& contiguous to their reipedtive places of refidence, on or be- 
fore the 20th day of April next, they will be permitted to return to 
their homes, upon giving a military parole; and fhall be protected in 
their perfons and properties from all fort of violence, from the Britifh 
troops, and wilt be reftored as foon as’ poffible, to all the privileges of 
legal and. conftitutional Government.

¥ Lord Cornwalis’s difpatches, which are herewith tranfmitted, your 
Lordthip will be informed, that after the aétion at Guildford, Gee 
peral Greene, being obliged to retreat from before the King's army, 
turned his views towards this province, as the more vulnerable point, 
in the abfence of Lord Corawallis, : 

With this idea, on the roth ultimo he came before Camden. having 
with him near sco Continental, and feveral corps of militid ; Lord 
Rawdon having charge of that pott, and about 800 Britith and Provin- 
cial troops to fuftain it. 

For fome days General Greene kept varying his pofition, w. ing, as 
is fuppofed, to be reinforced by the carps under Brigadier Marian and 
Colonel Lee, which were on their way, being ordered to join him. 

Judging it neceffary to ftrike a blow before this junétion could take 
place, and learning that General Greene had detached to bring up his 
baggage and provilions, Lord Rawdon, with the aot marked decifion, 
on the morning of the 25th, marched with the greater part of his foree 
to meet him, and about ten o'clock attacked the rebels in their camp 
at Hobkirk’s with that {pirit, which Prevailing over luperior nyambers, 
and an obftinate re(iftance, compelled them to give way ; and the pur 
fait was continued for three milés.
